Additional Particulars. 



V TOUCHING INCIDENTS. ' 

The following additional particulai-s of 
this torriblo catastrophe aro gatiiered 
from late eastern exchanges: — 

H.\LIFAX, Nov. 8. — Ti>o ruins of the 
poor a.HyUini are atill siuouklcriMg, and 
aro visited by liiiiidrcds uf people every 
hour. A» day dawned Liu; tiro liad e.x- 
hauated itself, and nolliiiig but bare 
walls and tail tiurots stauding in rulief 
against the cold grey sky romained to 
sliow where the fire hud been n few hours 
before. -The Bonrd of Public Charities 
met on the grounds, and m'ado hasty

on hand. A inoal of bread and hot tea 
was served out, and then the workshop, 
a comfortable building, was oloared out 
and filled with beds, and the feeble old 
wo\ncn; children, and sick wore moved 
into it. Later in the day the old' provin- 
cial [jeniteutiary waa .secured, and is 
being filled svith .siuvus, bedding, etc., 
to accomuiodalo as many aa possible. 
Tho old skating rink ni the public gar- 
dens is also being fitted up to receive 
some of (hem. Ooneral Sir Patrick Mac- 
Dougall has generou.sly ufTered to pUce 
500 blanketa at the disposal of the gov- 
ermuent if recimred.

In the city ))ri3on the iiewa was heard 
by the priaonera, a:id caused the wildcat 
excitement as many, esiiocially of the fe- 
male prisoners, had motlioTs tvllu were 
ending their days in tho i)oor-liouso. They 
implored the governor and matron to re- 
lease them long enough to K-iirn the fate 
of their parents. Perhaps for tlie first 
time- in their hardened livus tlioy felt a 
full sense of their captivity.

The building was constructed in 18C8- 
09 by Henry I'eters, from plans furnished 
by Mr. Sterling. It was owned by the 
province and the city in tho proportion of 
two-thirda and oiie-lliird reHpectively. It 
was taken posaeaaiioi uf, anil the paupers 
transferred from the old poor-houae on 
tho Spring Garden ruail to the new prem- 
ises, about the 1st of November, 1870. 
Tho rsraoval of the old people on that oc- 
casion reaultod shortly afterward.t in tlie 
detith of many. 

r.O.SS VND IXsriiANL'K. 

The building cost uighty-throo thousand 
dollars, and was iiLiiured for tea thousand 
dollars in each of thcr following officou: 
Halifax, Phoeni.x, .Acadia, Lanc.ishire and 
Queen's, making a total of liflj' tlioiiaand 
dollara. There wore tlvu tliousand dol- 
lars in the Halifax on the iml-huildinga, 
which were saved, and tliore waa no in- 
surance on the furniture and clothing, 
much of which »aa lost. Home fragments 
of charred bodies were recovered, but no 
cxti:iiaivo search has been or ein witii 
safi^ty lio made among thu ruins in their 
preaent dangenma condition. 

Halifax, Nov. [). — The penitentiary ia 
now a buay scene. Jlost of the |ianpeiH 
from the barnt;d Poor A.'iyluin have been 
sent out there, and men have been put 
in the huilding formerly used aw a prison, 
and the women in the north wing wlu-m 
tlie wurk3ho])S were. Among the women 
ao many are old, blind, .-rnd helpless that 
much Ui'lii.iilty ia expfueiiced in getting 
order out of chaos. Two or three ladies 
are spending most of thoir time among 
them, cooking and serving tho food. At 
tirat it was aupposed that those wiio per- 
ished in the ho.spitol were iMily inmates of 
that ward, but it luisbeen discovered that 
William Murray, an inmate of Ward 5, 
two storeys below the hospital, was also 
burned to death. 

A vii-riM ro si'i:i;iiou.s.SKss. 

Murniy waa a lunatic, and hailed from 
Pictou County, where ho had relatives in 
very good eircnnistancoB, and formerly 
had a cousin, Daniel IMurray, doing buai- 
ness in Halifax. De was very old, no- 
body knowin." exactly ■what ago ho waa. 
Uo liad been in thu institution over 45 
years, had outlived all tin; vuterana, and 
had seen the late Superintendent comu 
into oflice, grow old, and die. He 
had been a aclmol teacher in his younger 
days, and was very respectably connected, 
being sent there originally as a harmless 
lunatic, not a pauper. Though a harm- 
less lunatic he waa ii stubborn one and 
coulil not be forced to do anything, nor 
eould lie very eaaily be persuaded. In 
fact, if he found he was wanted to do 
anything, he w'tis pretty certain not to do 
it. Ho Would obi'3' noiie of the officials, 
ami could be led by only one man in the 
hiuiae, a room-m.itc named Martin, who 
had ahvaya been very kind to him. 
When the others were goLling out they 
called to him to come, and some of them 
saw.lum walk towarda the stairs and then 
lu'rn back, lie found that lie was wanted 
to como out, 80 he wouldn't come. Un- 
fortunately for him, Martin, whom he 
would obej' was very sick that night; did 
imt suo - him, a"id liad ii 2iarr9:\v escape 
from suflbcation hiinself . 

A NUIlSli's STORY. 

Searching fjr information about catas- 
trophe, a ruiiorter camo .-icross, in one of 
the a|)artinenta of the penitentiary, one 
of tho nurses employed in that part of 
tho Poor Asylum, Mrs. Meagher, who re- 
lated tho narrow escape shejiad in mak- 
ing her way from the burning striickure. 
When the smoke, ascending through the 
elevator shaft, waa first discovered by 
Mrs. Meagher she at once aroused her 
aleeping patients, informed them of the 
inijionding danger, and told all who could 
to at once get out of their beds and pre- 
pare to leave the hnilding. " Fivo only of 
tho rtiany womoh'thevo ■ 'woi'o able ' to do 
this without aid, and the remainder were 
compelled to lay liclplus.>> in their beds to 
await certain death. Mary Williams, a 
negross, was one of live. She had every- 
thing sho owned bundled together in her 
arms, and was ready to' descchd tho stairs 
jyhen a man hurried up and told them to 
fear notliing, ret;jru J,Oj,beiiji»schey were 
safe. Bolievicg tliey'Hycfo.'jIill ,| right the 
woinun iindreased aiid .roUrecf'agam'to be 
I'oasted alive later.

.Airs. Meagher hesitated to leave tho 
place when the man brought this word 
from below, but a minute or two after- 



wards, the swoke getting thicker, she 
went down stairs part of the w.-iy to see 
herself how things wore, and then finding 
herself surroundad with Uames and smoke, 
hurried tho.rost of , the way out, rushing 
through; the^firo^twhich every nmment 
threatened ^t8 altch Iter clothing and 
•vercomc her before she eould roack fresh 
air. She was very thinly clad, having iu>- 
thing on over her petticoat, and sawd 
none of her clothing.

Among those who were conspicuous in 
their daring during the conflagnition be- 
sides the firemen were Rev. Arcluleacon 
Gilpin, llev. .\. J. Townseiid, Pev. J. 
Padliehl, ai.d Rev. W. F. .Murray. Two 
of these were exhausted in tho smoke, 
and one. Rev. Mr. Murray ,-^wa3 carried 
HonBoless from tho building,' almost suflb- 
citted by tho smoko. 

A TOt;CHlKii IN'i;im:.VT. 

While tho fire was raging an old lady 
of about OOyeaiswaa deeply lamenting 
the loss of her husband, whom she aup- 
posed had been left in the building. Tlie 
meeting of this poor old couple at day- 
light was sad to witnes.s. As soon as ob- 
jects could be diatiiiguiahed, the old lady 
went crawling and groi>ing over prostrate 
forms, anxiously feeling and ga/.ing into i 
the faces of each until alie found her hist 
one. Then she pnuied forth her joy — 
first to God, at being once more united 
to one whom sho loved dearer than self. 
Who could doubt the iniaellish spirit of 
the poor woman as she knelt upon the 
straw, be'iidin^g'over her hu&band a head 
with hor hands closed, her scant, anowy 
locks hanging in disorder around her wan 
countenance, and exclaiming, "Oh, John, 
John, niy poor John; I am so glad that 
you were not burnt; I did not care for 
myself, I only thought of you."

Els Sx^tllency's British Ooltixnbia 
Speech. 

IToronlo Mail. | 

The spoech of Lord liorne, which we 
published recently, will furiii.sh food lor 
reflection to many a Canadian mind. To 
auuio Canadian minds iu particular the 
apeecli will furnish food slightly bitter 
but very wholesome, and it must be 
a wallowed, because, so to speak, the doc- 
tor orders it.' Thus his Excellency .s;iyb : 

" There was perhaps a time wlion the 
Oovernor (Jeliond would not have been 
regarded, in hia oflicial capacity at all 
Hvenla, with as iiiiich favor as I llatler 
myself may now bo the case. (.Vpplause.) 
No wonder that the feeling is changed 
now that the circumatalices are better un- 
derstood, for I challonge any one to moii- 
tion any case in which a government rul- 
ing over a comparatively Hiiiall pupula- 
liuu of four and a half millions has ever 
dono as much as lias the Canadian govern- 
luont to insure fur its furthest provinces 
the railway coqnnuinicution which i> an 
essonlikr for the development of the re- 
sources of the land. " 

Mr. Blako will read the above declora- 
tion with' a certain feeling of rogret, no 
doubt, that for tho second time a Gov- 
ernor General has, without any attempt 
to do ao, smothered that aspiring, but 
now hardly respiring states-boy. Lord 
Dutlerin has left'tin' record some few sen- 
loncoa, spoken also in Victoria, which will 
sting Mr. Blake while ho has nerves to 
feel, and will slain his roputation fur 
such time as lie ia likely to be remem- 
bered. Lord Loriio has put on record a 
certain approval of the means adopted to 
tlovolop British Columbia, which will con 
vince Sir. Blake that it iaa jierfectly use- 
less and hopeless l.a.sk to undertake lo 
capture popularity by a pniiiagandiam of 
bad faith and national degradation.

NVhoii found he was terribly 
mangled, hia head crushed, biaiii cut out, 
and both anna broken in two or throe 
placoa. He looka about 24 or 25 years 
old and loaves a wife and two children.

Fraser, of 
Nairn, choked to death on a piece of boof 
while at dinner in a hotel at Lakeside. 
Decea.sed was ou his way to tho court at 
Woodstock to testify in a 810,000 slander 
suit. Thomas Moore, of Ridgtown. was 
choked to death at the suppor table on 
Thursday night. Ho had been drinking 
heavily. 

N.tl'.VNKK, Nov. 10. — At four o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, a Grand Trunk rail- 
way empty engine coming west this aide 
of Eruestown station, caught Levy .\niy, 
who was endeavoring to cross tho track in 
front of the engine, killing both him and 
his team of horses.

The 
safe was opened and §147 in bank bills 
airricd oil. Thu knob and. dial plate of 
the safe were broken oil' and the hole thus 
made enlarged to onable the burglars to 
pick the combination lock. 

Some overcoats and clothing wore fast- 
ened to the olbce windows so aa to screen 
tho villains from observation while at 
thoir nefarious work. The papers iu thu 
safe and desk were scattered about, but a 
nuuihor of choqiies and note.s of hand ro 
mained untouched. Thia is the latest of 
several hold robberies lately coinmitlod in 
thia neighborhood.
